The inventions relating to claims 1-9 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1-3 cited in the ISR. Document 1 describes a personal identification system integrally 
comprising a fingerprint reading section and a receiver for receiving fingerprint data from a data 
communication unit in the main device, and comprising comparing means for comparing the obtained 
fingerprint data, wherein a person is identified by the compared results. Employing the constitution 
wherein a recording medium is called up and stored in a memory medium as described in document 2 
and the constitution for the wristband-like mobile device described in document 3 in the system of 
document 1 would be easy for a party skilled in the art. 

Further, document 1 describes using a personal identification system as an alternative for a 
cash card or the like, for management of persons entering/leaving a room, security for computers or 
other devices, and electronic money transactions. At such time, displaying personal information or the 
like, downloading personal information from an external server, and writing and reading seal data 
could be easily conceived of by a party skilled in the art 
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
